[By the Associated Press.)—Twenty- 
six American marines, found guilty of 
engaging in a fight with the city police 
Dec. 8 in which three policemen were 
killed, were sentenced today. Twenty 
of the men were given terms of eight 
years’ imprisonment each, three of ten 
years each, and three of twelve years 
each. 

All the sentences call for hard labor. 
Six of the accused men were found not 
guilty. 

-' In another case three corporals of 
marines, Amthor, Burnet, and Russell, 
were sentenced to twenty years’ im- 
prisonment each, in addition to another 
twenty years. for having deserted with 
their arms Jan. 25 and killed four po- 
licemen at Diriamba.

Arms conference treaties—That the 
treaties must stand on their own mer- 
its befgre the senate and the country 
and that he will not be forced by criti- 
cism of the opposition ifto sending 
Secretary of State Hughes to the sen- 
ate to plead for them; that the execu- 
tive did the best he could in negotiat- 


ing the four power pact and accom- 
panyifig treaties and does not propose 
to lobby, trade, supplicate or admonish 
in order to have them accepted by the 
senate or the American people. 

Of course Secretary of State Hughes 
is available to codperate with the sen- 
ate in its consideration of the treaties, 
but the President will not authefize 
him to intervene on behalf of the ex- 
ecutive to satisfy forces opposing them. 
Would End Alaska Rows. | 


Alaska — That there is no serious 
controversy in the cabinet over Alaska, 
but there is division of authority be- 
tween the department of agriculturé 
and interior department in forestry af- 
fairs. The President does not yet know 
exactly what should be done, but he is 
determined to put an end to conflict 
of authority in Alaska which is par- 
alyzing development in that territory. 
Coal Strike—That all government 
authority available should be exercised 
to prevent the threatened strike of bi- 
tuminous miners. To this end he has 
directed Secretary df Labor Davis to 
urge operaters and miners to keep the 
faith and confer with each other ever 
a new contract before April 1, as pro- 
vided in the agreement negotiated in 
Washington in the fall of 1919.

Soldiers’ Bonus—That there ts noth-

Pawning the last 
of her jewelry she bribed the bolshev- 
iks to let her escape to Poland. 
There, by devious ways, she went 
into’ Germany—Berlin. She met an 
American, she says, who was good to 
her. He told her he was‘a single man. 
He returned to this country, she de-

Vivisection was defended and labeled 
the greatest aid to the saving of 
human life in the fleld of medical re- 
search by Dr. Walter B. Cannon, pro- 
fessor of physiology at Harvard uni- 
yersity and president of the Medical 
Research society of the American Red 
Cross in France during the war, in an 
address delivered: at the City club last 


night. 

He was one of the several nationally 
prominent medical authorities speak- | 
ing in Chieago yesterday on medical | 
research, ail whom urged the) 
spreading of ‘the truth as the best, 
means for clearing away the mysteries | 
which for centuries have enveloped 
the practice of medicine in the eyes of 
the ordinary layman. Dr. Cannon, 
with Dr. Hugh Cabot, dean of the 
University of Michigan medical school, 
also spoke at the annual banquet of 
the Illinois Medical college. 

“The truth about vivisection must 
be told to the public without delay if 
we are to save the field of medical re- 
search from the hands of the ignorant 
anti-vivisectionists,’’ declared Dr. Can- 
non. “The greatest menace to prog- 
ress in the medical field comes from 
those who would abolish the use of 
animals, the means by which the great 
progress in medicine which has been 
made in the mst ten years has been 
accomplished. 

“Nothing Is Cruel,” He Says. 

“The anti-vivisectionist says we are 
cruel. He prates about cruelties which 
take place behind closed doors in our 
laboratories, but he is only telling lies. 
We have nothing to be ashamed of. 
In the east we have answered his 
propaganda by throwing open our op- 
erating rooms and inviting the public 
to come in and watch us work.” 

“ By spreading the truth in this man- 
ner we have virtually stopped opposi- 
tion to vivisection in the east. 

“But in the west you have a real 
problem. If the far western states a 
great amount of propaganda has been 
spread which is untrue. They have de- 
liberately misrepresented facts. The 


cian to put! his shoulder to the wheel 
and spread the gospel that vivisection 
as practiced in the medical profession 
is humane, and absolutely necessary.” 


Truth Now Needed. 


“ Medicine bas hidden its light under 
a bushel for too many years,” asserted 
*r. Cabot. “ There have been too many 
mysteries surrounding the common 
practices of physicians. What we must 
have is the truth. The people must be) 
told. We must sell medicine to the 
public. We must tell the truths about | 
the medicine in‘a way that the public. 
can understand.” 

* Take the mystery out of medicine 
and take the.patient.into the physi- 
cian’s confidence,” said Dr. Eycleshy- 
mer, dean of the University of Illinois. 
“There has been too much mystify- 
ing language used and too much 
whispering behind the patient’s back. 
The medical teaching system must be 
made more elastic, s0 we can build 
efficient, strong, independent thinking 
physicians who will not need to hide 
ignorance behind Latin nomenclature. 


In this way we can win the public’s | > 


confidence. 
Raps Old Style Teaching. 

“To do this we must get away from 
the old rigid teaching system. We 
must make our curriculum more elastic 
and encourage students to pick out 
subjects in which they are interested 
and in which they will do research 
work. We must encourage the student 
to break traditions if necessary. In the 
old days all teaching was done by one 
instructor.. Today the student takes 


piles on more work than the studen 
possibly can do.”

SMALL’S DESIRE FOR 
TRIAL. 


Gov. Len Small was indicted by the Sangamon 
county grand jury July 20, 1921, charged with 
embezzlement of state funds and conspiracy, with 
Lieut. Gov. Sterling and Vernon Curtis, to de- 
fraud the state of $2,000,000, the charges relating 
to his acts and Sterling's acts during their terms 
@s state treasurer. 


It was charged in-<the indictments and later. 
' In the state’s bill of particulars that Small, when 
treasurer, 


had transferred $10,000,000 of state 
money to Edward Curtis, now dead, but for years 
before his death a political associate and friend of 
Small, on the’pretense that it was to be deposited 
in the Grant Park bank. 

This bank was not a bank. It had been a pri- 
vate bank years before, but was not even that 
at the time of the transaction, according to the 
charge. Curtis took the money and loaned it ‘o 
Chicago packers, who paid nearly 8 per cent in- 
terest on it. j 

Small’s term as treasurer expired in January, 
1919. Fred Steriing, now lieutenant governor, su". 
ceeded him as treasurer, and his term expired 
in January, 1921. Sterling was succeeded by E. E. 
Miller, who found among Sterling’s papers the 
security for the $10,000,000, it being merely cer- 
tificates of deposit in the Grant Park bank. He 
demanded that securities for the amount be 
handed over to the state, and Small, then gov- 
ernor, brought him short term notes of Swift & 
Co. and Armour & Co. 


The state charges that in the two years Smal! 
was treasurer the state money loaned to the 


‘packers by Curtis, after it had been deposited in 


the Grant Park bank, earned $924,066.28 in inter- 
eat. The law requires the turning into the state 
treasury of interest earned on state funds. Small 
as treasurer accounted for $450,010 in interest 
from all sources. He made two returns to the 
state in lump sums without items. The second 
return of $143,585 was not made until he had been 
out of office nearly twenty months. 


Tt is the state’s charge that the arrangements 

Small made with Curtis in transferring funds to 
the Grant Park bank extended through Sterline's 
term of office. Therefore the indictments charged 
Small with embezzling $500,000 and Sterling with 
embezzling a similar amount. 
' §mall’s arrest was ordered by Judge Smith of 
the Circuit court. in Sangamon county after ex- 
Gov. Fifer and two other attorneys, appearing as 
friends of the court, had pleaded that Small as 
governor was immune from arrest and was con- 
stitutionally bound to resist it, in his duty to the 
people, on the theory that “the king could do no 
wrong.” There were rumors that the state troops 
would be ordered out to prevent the sheriff from 
serving the warrant. 

Small said that his desire was for an immediate 
trial. but it was not until Ang. 9 that he sub- 
mitted to the service of the warrant. He came 
to Chicago. He went to Kankakee. He said that 
he must inspect hard roads. The sheriff of San- 
gamon county refused to come to Chicago in an 
effort to serve the warrant. He said he would 
wait in Springfield until the governor returned. 
Small traveled back and forth between Kankakee 
and Chicago and inspected roads, keeping out of 
Springfield. 

This evasion of service came to an end Aug. 9. 
Small went to the executive offices in the state 
house. The sheriff sat down in the rotunda and 
waited. Small dia not come out for lunch. The 
sheriff waited. Finally he was informed that Small 
would be available for the service of the warrant 
at home. where he was arrested in ‘the early eve- 
ning. 

For sixteen days Small, who said that he wanted 
immediately to prove his innocence, had prevented 
the first judicial processes for the determination 
of the truth or falsity of the charges against him. 
When the September tern( of court came he wanted 
a change of venue from Sangamon county, where 
he said he could not have a fair trial. He was 


granted that and by agreement the case was: 


transferred to Lake county. : 

“My case.” said Small, “cannot go to tria] too 
soon to suit me.”” He hoped “it would be over 
by Christmas.” In various statements he said that 
‘powerful and unscrupulous influences were trying 
to ruin him and that a speedy jury trial and ver- 
dict would show the malevolence and falseness of 
his accusers. 

This desire for a trial on facts was not expressed 
in the next steps taken by his attorneys. The 
lssyue was raised that the indictments were illegal 
because the county board of supervisors having | 


charge of jury selection had adjourned at one of | 


its meetings “until Thursday" and later the rec- 
ord had been changed by the addition of “ Sept. 
16, 1920.”" 


That was presented to the court in Waukegan as 
the first legal answer of Small to the charge that 
he had embezzled $500.000. With it were motions 
to quash the indictments, one because the foreman 
of the grand jury had Written his name in the 
wrong place, another because the word “ felo-' 
ously" had been omitted, etc.. technicalities 


pawuich had nothing to do with the charges which 


Small said he was anxious to face and disprove. 

If these proceedings had succeeded completely 
Small would not have stood trial an the indictments 
of that grand jury at all and would have been de- 
nied his wish to face the accusations in court. 

Argument on these motions was begun Dec. 5, 
end Dec. 29 Judge Edwards made his rulings. The 
grand jury was a legal! body in spite of the date 
correction in the records of the supervisors. The 
misplacing of the name of-the foreman of the grand 
jury was fatal to the indictment of-Small with Ver- 
non Curtis and Sterling for embezzlement. The 


conspiracy stood, but not on all counts, and the 
indictment of Small individually for embezzlement 

The court ordered the case to trial on the 
latter charge first. 

The state, regarding the conspiracy case the 
strongest, protested against being compelled to try 
the embezzlement case first, but the court main- 
tained the ruling and the state, to get to its strong- 
est case first, decided not to prosecute the embezzle- 
case. 

A bill of particulars was furnished by the prose- 
cution Jan. 5, but on Jan. 7 a week's continuance 
was asked by the defense and granted. Jan. 14 
there was an argument on the bill of particulars 
and Jan. 21 the case was continued one week. Jan. 
28 Small was arraigned with Curtis and asked for 
separate trial. Jan. 31 separate trials were granted. 

In all this time which elapsed since Small, de- 
manding an immediate trial, set out avoiding the 
sheriff in July, nothing had touched on the direct 
question of Small’s handling of the state money. 
The question whether he was rightfully or wrong- 
fully accused of embezzlement of a half million dol- 
lars had not been approached. There had been 
delay, postponement, attack upon the form and 
validity of indictments, but the governor who 
wanted his name cleared had not seized any oppor- 
tunity of going directly at the question which most 
interested him. 

When the indictments were quashed and when 
the defense could say that the prosecution had lost 


heavily in the court rulings Small's friends said he |. 


had won a great victory, but it had not answered 
any questions. Where the foreman of the grand 
jury put his name, whether on the proper line or 
not, had not answered any, but Small continued to 
| say that he wanted them answered and as quickly 
as possible. 

The ease was set again for March 6. At last it 
was cleared of preliminaries and the presentation 
of evidence was at hand. At this moment Small 
appears in court, not to stand trial but to ask for 
another delay on the ground that for the next sixty 
days his time and services are urgently required by 
the state road building program. He said he must 
give his undivided attention to the letting of con- 
tracts and the issuance of bonds. He said that he 
is saving the people great sums of money and that 
he must not be tied down in court if that saving 
is to be completed. | 


The full delay wanted by Smal! would have post- | 


poned the trial until after the April primaries, in 
which the selection of legislative candidates is of 
the highest importance. The court granted a poat- 
ponement until April 3. The defense tried to have 
it stretched to April 10, the day before the pri- 
maries, but accepted the date one week earlier. 
That means another month's delay—nearly nine 
months in all—before Small, who began hunting 
an immediate trial in July by departing from 
Springfield, will be again in court to answer the 
counts in the indictments remaining against him. 
Thus heghas rushed to meet his accusers and to 
have it proved that they have accused him falsely 
of taking a half million dollars of the state’s money. 


“THE WORST YET.” 


“Uncle Andrew” Mellon, secretary of the treas- 

ury and one of the wealthiest men in the United 
States, looks upon the latest suggestion for 
financing the adjusted compensation of American 
soldiers as “the worst yet.” We might have ex- 
pected that. Bonus bills grow worse, in the opinion 
of Secretary Mellon, in direct proportion to their 
probability of adoption. A bill which would 
propose to finance the bonus entirely out of taxes 
on the salaries of members of congress, executives, 
and other public officials would not be bad at all, 
because the secretary would know that it could 
not pass and become law. 
His attitude on the plan to pay the bonus with 
treasury certificates on which the beneficiaries 
could immediately borrow half the face value, or 
retain them with the benefit of compound inter- 
est, is merely a reiteration of his general policy of 
opposition to the adjusted compensation. He 
argues that it would mean the tying up of $1,000.- 
19,000 or more of liquid asseta until 1926, at which 
date the government would be forced to release 
them with money raised’ in some manner which 
would drain the fe blood of American busineas. 
He has.a similar argument in opposition to every 
suggestion. The point he makes moat clear ia that 
he is opposed to the bonus. 

We do not presume to say the certificate plan | 
ia the beat yet suggested, but it is a plan. If it. 
satisfies the men who have a right to some adjust- 
ment of their war sacrifices with the war profits 
of those who stayed at home, it should not be dis- 
carded merely because the secretary doesn’t want 
any bonus legislation whatever. If a better plan 
can be arranged speedily it should be arranged, but 
no man who has taken the position of Mr. Mallon 
should be allowed to dictate a plan which will kill 
or nullify the bill. 

The soldiers need it, and have a right to it. One 
out of every six who wore the khaki, according to 
Commander MacNider of the American Legion, is 
in dire need, without even a job. Can any man 
with a taxable fortune swollen with war profita 
or any man who had an opportunity to make 
wages ranging from $19 a day up during the war 
deny that such men have a just claim on the coun- 
try for which they fought? Hardly. 

The secretary's pained assertion that $1,.000,000.- 
000 debt coming due in 1925 will mean a disaster 
to business comes poorly in view of the problems 
of financing which have been solved since the 
armistice. Not only has the government provided 
some $3,000.000.000 for unfulfilled war contracts but 
it has retired more than $2.700,000,000 worth of war 
bonds in advance ot maturity, and of these more 
than $1,700,000,000 are long term issues which 
make no legal demand upon the treasury at this | 
time. In view of such figures any talk of the in- 
ability of this country to finance the bonus is very 
evidently founded on a desire to defeat such legis 
lation rather than upon fact.

THE VOTE ON WHISKY. 

EVERAL months ago the editor of 

the Journal of the American Medi- 

cal Association sent a questionnaire 

on the alcohol question to 37 per 
cent of all the physicians in the United 
States; 31,115, or about 22 per cent of 
the entire body of the profession, replied 
to this questionnaire. 

This questionnaire and the result there- 
of has attracted such wide attention and 
has been so frequently. misunderstood 
that it is worth while explainihg it to 
those who do not read this medical jour- 
nal. 

It was not a questionnaire as to the re- 
peal of the amendment to the constitu- 
tion, or of the repealing of the Volstead 
act, or of the passage of sta 
city ordinances regulating t 
liquors. 

It did not call for an expression of 
opinion as to the reopening of saloons. 
It did not say anything about the use 
of liquor of any sort as a beverage, or 


sale of 


‘| whether such use caused illness. 


The principal question was this: 

“Do you regard whisky as a neces- 
sary therapeutic agent in the practice of 
medicine? ”’ 

Or, to state it differently, ‘“‘ Should 
whisky be carried in drug stores avail- 
able only for the use of physicians, to be 
prescribed by them in the treatment of 
disease—or, should it be on the same 
basis as quinine, ipecac, and squills, or 
even as morphine, under a properly ad- 
ministered Harrison law?” 

On this question 30,843 voted—15,625 vot- 
ing yes and 15,218 no. 

Similar votes as to wine and beer 
showed tat only a comparatively small 
number were in favor of the use of beer 
and wines as medicines. 

In twenty states a majority of-the phy- 
sicians voted that whisky was of some 
service in the treatment of one or more 
diseases. In twenty-eight states the ma- 
jority thought whisky of no use in the 
treatment of any disease. 

When it came to those diseases in the 
treatment of which whisky was of some 
service the replies were not uniform. 
About 74 per cent of the group, or about 
37 per cent of all those replying, thought 
it useful in the treatment of pneumonia, 
influenza, and other acute infectious dis- 
eases. About 35 per cent of the group,

10 per cent of the group, or 5 per cent 
of the whole, considered it of value in 
canvalescence from diseases such as dia- 
betes, heart failure, and shock.

Marion L. Burton, president, 
will formally inaugurate the campaign 
in Illinois to raise this amount Sat- 
urday afternoon, March 11, when she 
speaks to the Chicago Association of 
University of Michigan Alumnae. 

It is planned to make the building 
a democratic center for the student 
life of the girls, just as the union build- 
ings now are for men at Michigan, 
Harvard, and other schools. 

Seven hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars will be used to erect the build- 
ing which is planned to accommodate 
the present enrollment of 1,900 women 
at the university. An endowment fund 
of $250,000 is to be provided by the 
sale of life memberships at $50 each 
to the alumnae and girl students. 

The regents of the university have 
already appropriated a site for the 
building adjacent to the main campus 
in Ann Arbor and the women are or- 
ganizing tor the work throughout the 
United States. Preliminary plans have 
been drawn by the architects.

RAILROADS SEEK 
TO SHOW WAGES 
ABOVE AVERAGE 


Still High After the Cuts 
Asked, They Say. 


Western railroads yesterday submit- 
ted to the United States railroad labor 
board statistics intended to show that 
if the decreases asked are granted, rail- 
way employés still will be getting 
from 60 to 100 per cent higher pay 
than in 1915, and from 30 to 70 per 
cent more than in 1917. 

J. W. Higgins, executive secretary 
of the Association of Western. Rail- 
ways, submitted the chief exhibits, al- 
though individual exhibits were intro- 
duced by other representatives. 

The main effort appeared to be to 
show that employés in innumerable 
other industries are receiving much 
lower wages than those paid by rail- 
roads for similar work. According to 
a survey made by the railways, 77.73 
per cent of 318,893 workers in other
